In the course ot a year's work 

you meet with all kinds of argument 
relative to agricultural limestone, 
and before one has followed the 
work for long, if you are really In- 
erested in the progress of better 
igrlculture, as well as the manufac 
l.ure of agricultural limestone, you 
ire forced to recognize the following 
important problems:

First: What functions does lime- 
tone perform in the soil? Second' 

What must constitute a perfect ag 
(cultural limestone? Third: What
 ondltion must he proved?

You first of all realize that thip 
condition makes It necessary tha' 
YOU be willing to put your best ef 
fort into the work, and spend th< 
time necessary *to work out eacl 
point, and prove by actual test thi
 alue of different materials, and the 
result of the same In actual Work 

It was some years before I real lief 
Mie conditions, decided to stay with 
the work, and stand or fall by 
proved tests, but I am pleased to sa- 
that in 1920 facts have been proved 
not only to my satisfaction, by my 
own efforts,- but the results were 
recognized and acknowledged by sol' 
experts, so we are still standing 

I will try and review the work in 
as brief a way as possible, and alsr 
five you some reasons why It war

It was very soon demonstrated

hat agricultural limestone migh« 
receive Justice in the reclaiming ot 
depleted soils.

All companies selling fertilizers 
is well as many state agricultural 
colleges, refused to accept Agricul­ 
tural limestone in the list ot fertil­ 
izers, claiming It was not a fertil­ 
izer but a "soil neutralizes" yet 
Prof. Chas. E. Thorne of the Ohic 
Agricultural College has said, "with­ 
out lime there can be no life, eithei 
animal or plant." The late Dr 
Cyril O. Hopklns, Chief of the Agrl 
cultural College of Illinois, said 
"the only fertilizers not naturally 
produced on the farm Itself arr 
ground limestone and ground rocl 
phosphate."

Dr. H. J. Wheeler, formerly with 
the Rhode Island Agricultural Col 
lege and now with the Agriculture' 
Service. Bureau of Boston, said, "llm 
ing is the most economical basi< 
treatment ot the soil known, in tact 
no other basic treatment Is elthe- 
so economical or lasting, or is !  
followed by such general good re 
suits as liming." Prof. Chas. E 
Thorne of Ohio again said, "even 
other fertilizer material, includlnr 
farm manure, depends on the Urn* 
supply."

And yet in the fact of. the above 
statements from the three greates' 
authorities on soil building and fer 
tilizers we have ever had, men U 
whom the farmers were looking for 
Instruction, would claim limestone 
could not be considered, a fertilizer

Webster defines a fertiliser: Any 
material used as a manure for land

Manure is defined: Any tertlliz 
lug substance used tor enriching the 
soil.

To fertilize is defined: To makt 
fertile, render' more fruitful.

To prove then that ground lime 
atone was actually a fertilizer II 
was necessary to prove that It wouli' 
ma'ke soil more fruitful.

With these facts before me I de 
cided to personally make the test 

My Own Test
I secured a tract of land that had 

received no soil treatment ot any- 
kind for twenty-five years, and har1 
become depleted almost to the poln' 
ot non-production.

In the fall ot 1919 I limed th< 
soil with a heavy application of 
ground limestone and let It lay ove' 
winter on tall plowing. In tbi 
spring of 1920 I personally prepared 
the seed beds and planted on tlu 
17th, 18th and 19th day of May.

On October 21st I made a dlspla> 
ot a variety of the crops In my gar 
age, which I photographed, am1 
which was claimed by our count: 
agricultural agent to be the fines' 
display and largest variety he bar 
ever seen In Waukesha County from 
one farm.

It has taken time to work out thli 
plan of proof, but I have positively 
proved that Webster, Hopkius 
Wheeler, and Thorne are correc 1 
and that* ground limestone is ]us' 
as much a fertiliser, In the fact 
that It will singly and alone render 
land more fruitful than any othei 
substance used as a fertilizer, and li

fertilizer 
whatever.

beyond any question

A "Perfect" Agricultural Limestone 
During the time of experimental 

work to prove Umestone a fertilizer 
many Interesting facts have als< 
been proved relative to what con 
stltutes a "perfect" agriculture 
limestone, which I believe will be 
Interesting to those following this
line of work.

At the beginning I felt certain
ot one thing; that to be ot value a 
stoue must of necessity be soft and 
uoluable. This was contradicted by 
many ttoll uteu ot experience, who

that a hard rock finely ground did 
not give the* results attained by a 
soft Rtone more coarsely ground.

After this wag proved, other tests 
were made and the vital points 
studied to ascertain if possible What 
grinding and class of material was 
best for the most economy In use.

It was discovered that with a 
rainfall ot 29 to SO In. per annum, 
!% IDS. of calcium was leached out 
of the soil for every cubic foot of 
water passing through It and that 
the finer the material was ground 
the more subject to leaching It was. I

This proved that In a section of 
plentiful rallfall the leaching was a 
heavier drala on calcium In the soil 
than was the cropping.

Coarse grades of limestone were 
tried out, only to find that the soft 
soluahle stone would give results 
where the hard rock of the same 
grinding would not produce for 
three years, thus proving the soft 
stone was preferable and more satis­ 
factory, being more economical to 
use and giving desired results.

On further Investigation it was 
found that experiments at state ag­ 
ricultural stations making tests for 
the past forty years hail abided on 
A material consisting of a combina­ 
tion of- powdered material tnlxpi 
with a material a little coarser, mil. 
on account of this being found mot" 
economical In use and most eftiolon' 
for results, laws have been made IP 
some states regulating the grading 
accordingly.

With these facts at hand, I was 
forced to realize that in our. state, 
where agricultural limestone is be 
Ing offered, in nearly every cas' 
the material was a waste material 
or a by-product; no special agrlcul 
tural limestone was being offered 
and that to give the farmers what 
they really expected and were en 
titled to a str'«tly agricultural lime­ 
stone plant was necessary.

I therefore secured a quarry, rec 
ommended by W. W- Weir, recently 
professor of the soils department of 
the University of Wisconsin, as thi 
best agricultural limestone In the 
state and put into existence the 
Wisconsin Limestone Co., which at 
present is constructing a strictly 
agricultural limestone plant that 
will be run exclusively to produce f 
material which my tests have prov 
ed to be the most economical to usf 
and one that will guarantee the re 
suits expected.

The agricultural limestone Indus, 
try is in its infancy. It must come 
Into its own, for without It agricul 
lural production will continue to be 
ess and less each year.

We should be positive about one 
thing in the manufacture of agri 
cultural limestone: that the farmer 
receives that which Is best and mos? 
economical for his use, for one fail­ 
ure In a district kills the use, of 
the material for a long period of 
time and is not only a loss to thf 
manufacturer, but to the farmer* 
as well.

I will be pleased if the proved re­ 
sults assist anyone In the work and 
encourage the manufacturer who 
hsa the right kind ot material to 
nnt his product in the correct com­ 
bination for a perfect result. I will
 >e pleased to assist anyone by fur- 
'her Information on the tests I have 
made.

Today, after running down many 
eports and in analyzing many min- 

irals from the mining boys in the 
hills, we find It is probable that 
California will be In a position to
 nine phosphate rock In sufficient

high In phosphoric acid. They are 
»f blackish-brown color and from 
'heir worthless-looking appearance, 
it sight, have probably been un- 
lotlced for lo, these many years.

NEWER ASPECTS OF SOME 
NUTRITIONAL DISORDERS
(By Alfred F. Hess, M. D.) 

'It has been found in Victoria, 
(or example, that cattle raised on 
certain pastures develop paralysis 
ind other Inflrmatles which can be 
Hired by fertilization of the soil. In 
the United States iu some acres It IB 
'mposslble to maintain cattle iu good 
condition until the forage is Im­ 
proved by mineral or animal fertll 
izers, which Illustrates that a deflc- 
tclency In plant tissues leads to nu­ 
tritional disorders In animals, and 
this also applies to men. Recently 
Hart, Steenbock and Humphrey 
have confirmed these observation!* 
by careful experiments which show­ 
ed How the mere addition of calcium 
to the fodder of cows prevented the 
birth of premature, weak or dead 
calves. Indeed, the extensive in­ 
vestigations of Forhou showing that 
cows producing large amounts of 
milk, and fed common winter ra­ 
tions, undergo constant losses of 
calcium, magnesium and phosphorus 
from their ukeletins, suggest that 
large numbers of milch cows are 
suffering from a deficiency disease. 
These chemical anayses recall Han- 
au's report of almost thirty years | 
ago, to the effect tbat the bones of | 
pregnant women, who had enjoyed, 
apparent health, frequently were the 
site ot lesion* resembling osteomal- 
acla, an interesting observation that 
might be substantiated during life 
by means ot recent geologic exam­ 
inations."
